| REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT . 
The church in which this forty-second annual convention of the 
English Evangelical Lutheran Synod of the Northwest is held is a 
fruit of the first home mission movement undertaken by the Synod 
itself. In 1898 two laymen from Minneapols generously provided 


means to start missions in two leading cities of Wisconsin. La Crosse 


-was one of them. At that early date the city was already an important 
point in the progress of the state. It is one of the beauty spots in the 
middle west. It has a long and interesting history. Located on the 
Mississippi, it has been a commercial center from the time of Indian 
trading days through the time of logging and sawmills, to the present 


day of railroads, automobilés, river transportation and airplanes. The 


high bluffs back of the city add beauty to the scenery and are a chal- 
_ lenge to all visitors to climb. It is a city of homes, churches and trees, 
and offers every facility for enjoyment in the leisure hours of those 
attend the convention. 

The Church of the Holy Trinity was organized Septesiber 9, 1898. 
Its first building was dedicated December 8, 1901, a frame structure 


costing, with the ground, about $7,000.00. At that time the member- — 


ship was 125 and the Sunday School enrollment 230. The congregation 
has had many vicissitudes, not the least being the destruction of its 
building in 1918. But faith has been triumphant. The present building 
was dedicated June 10, 1925, and entertained the Synod at its thirty- 
fifth convention that same month. The memory of the members’ hos-

pitality ited care still lingers in the minds of all of us who are here 

for the second time. 

Former pastors of the. been E. A. 
Carty, J. J. Clemens, W. P. Christy, J. J. S. Rumbarger and S. H. 
Roth. The present pastor, the Rev. Joseph Stump, Jr., assumed charge 
of the congregation July 15, 1928, and has led it forward in every 
respect. In membership it has grown from 352 to 512, and the atten- 
dances have increased so as to tax the capacity of the church. 

: There is a deep significance in our meeting here at this time. At 
a our previous visit as a Synod our Seven Year Program was born. At 
oe. the laymen’s banquet held in connection with the 1925 convention, 

Treasurer Jensen pointed out the progress that had been made in the 
seven years then ended, and proposed that a concerted and organized 
effort be made through prayer and labor to repeat the same rate of 
gain through the following seven years. The next day the Synod 
formally resolved to follow his’ suggestion. | | 

We are at the end of the seven-year period. A study of our sta- 
tistics will show that we have not attained the goal that we set for 
ourselves. Perhaps we have not labored well enough. It is more. 


i likely that we have not prayed enough. Enough members have lapsed 
Hae from our congregations to have made our membership much larger 
ie than the goal set, had they. remained faithful. That in itself shows 
ae lack of the true oneness that exists between all who truly love their 
Lord. Prayer is an expression of the bond that holds true Christians 
together with one another and with Him in the Church. More prayer 


would have made the bond tighter and prevented many of those losses. 


It may seem simple and obvious also to excuse our failure to 
attain our benevolence goal by showing the concurrent decline of all 
material values in terms of money through the years of our program 
as compared with their rise in the previous seven years. But even in 
the face of present conditions, it is a low estimate of the spiritual state 
of the pastors and people of the Synod to say that they cannot give 
an average of $9.65 a year for the work of the Church outside their 
own congregations. 

At the same time those who have prayed and labored for the 
attainment of that goal have not lost faith either in the Lord or in 
His Presence in the Church or in her members. The fruits of our 
seven years’ prayer and labor cannot all be measured by statistics. 
They will be evident continually as the years go on. The Synod has 
been kept mindful of her responsibilities and privileges in the world- oe 
wide program of her world-saving Master. The work of the Seven’ — 
Year Program Committee has found fruitage in congregations and 
lives in proportion as there has been participation in it. Its work was 
the Synod’s work, and it remains the Synod’s work. 


The Synod should express its gratitude to God for the services of | 
the men who gave of time and talents in extraordinary measure to 
lead the Synod forward in spirit and in performance under our 
Saviour’s’ great commission. The work is bound to continue and

THE STATE OF THE CHURCH 
In accordance with the instructions of the Synod this is the year 
for use of the printed state of the church reports issued by the Statis- 


tical and Church Year Book Committee of the United Lutheran Church 


in America. Your president is pleased at the promptness and thorough- 
ness with which most of the pastors filled them out. Only two failed 
to return them, one of whom has conscientious objections to their 
use in the Church. The other has no valid excuse. Two congregations 
that are practically defunct also are not reported. | 

The reports are from 76 pastors and cover 85 cOngroRs tons, The 
following is a summary of striking facts: 


Worship 


All bak 16 congregations report increasing attendance at services. | 


Thirteen are stationary and only three decreasing in this respect. The 


total average attendance reported at ae chief service in 83 congrega- — 


tions 12,885. 
Evening services in other than the Lenten season are reported in 


only 17 congregations, with a total average attendance of 1,130. 

- Three congregations repeat their morning services for considerable 
portions of the year, due to overcrowding at the late forenoon hour, 
Three hold fireside hour late in the afternoon. 

Mid-week services, except in Lent, are observed in ‘out three 


churches. 
German is preached monthly in one and bi-weekly in another 


congregation. 

There is a perceptible increase in the attention to family worship 
in the homes. Forty congregations report its practice. In the 30 
that indicate a definite proportion of their membership as —— it 


the average is 27.5%. 

All but two observe the major Church festivals. The iieavcnie 
of Lent is universal throughout the Synod, but the objectives vary. 
While in general they are the deepening of the spiritual life of the 


members and evangelization, four strove specifically for promotion of 


the family altar, three for self-denial, and one. set a specific goal of 250 
new members. One stressed a strengthening of the Church’s influence 


in the community. | 
Only seven congregations oliacrie. more than six. communion 


seasons in the year, two holding 12. Sixteen observe six, 25 five, and 


the rest four or less. It is interesting to note that in 18 congregations 


there is no communion on Easter Sunday. 
Seven report preparatory services at other than communion ser- 


vices. 


One pastor does not instruct non-Lutherans before reception into 


the Church. All practice confirmation in receiving them. All but 


~ seven have at least two years of catechetical instruction for the regular 
course, one having three years. As to the aid the class affords in

Church Finances 


Cale two congregations do not hold an every member ‘canvass 
regularly, but six others omitted it in 1931 for special reasons. Some 


use supplementary plans for raising money for the church; seven 


hold a special drive; one a solicitation by mail; four depend upon the 
organizations of the church, five hold suppers, two a bazaar. 

Seven do not operate under a budget system and only four do not 
use the duplex envelopes. In 43 congregations the income from this 
source does not meet current expenses. 

Seventy-four congregations report 19,939 contributors for current 


expenses, an average of 269 in each congregation. Seventy report 


15,705 contributors for benevolence, an average of 224 in each. Four 
report no contributors for benevolence. | 


Among the direct benefits from the every member canvass the 


following are enumerated: It educates and awakens the members to 
the world-wide work of the Church and to their responsibility in it; 
it produces new members; it gives dissatisfied members an opportunity 


to air their grievances; it promotes good fellowship and unity; it. 
illuminates the workers as to administrative problems and promotes an 


understanding of the pastor’s responsibilities. One reporter sees no 
benefits from it, saying the workers call it “only drudgery.” 

All but 13 congregations send statements to subscribers, six month- 
ly and the rest quarterly. One prefers personal visitations to state- 
ments. | 

Separate benevolence treasurers are reported in 21 churches, four 


others reporting separate funds. As reasons against separate treas- 


urers, 32 say one is satisfactory, five complain of lack of able men, three 
blame custom, two say the funds are too small, one says the bank’s 
charge is doubled. | 

Monthly remittances of benevolence to Synod are reported by all 


‘but 20 congregations, of which five say they will make them hereafter. | 


One says only the pastor’s contributions are sent monthly. As reason 
for failure in this respect, six say it is needed for local expenses, three 
blame the “depression,” one says the congregation’s treasurer is to 
blame, another that the funds are mixed. One says “the Building 
Fund takes precedence,” and another that authority to the council to 
use what is necessary for current expenses is given on the pledge cards. 
In answer to the question “If Benevolence Quota is not paid in 
full, what reason is offered by the Council and congregation?” two 
blame the church debt, and one beg, “Church voted to pay interest be- 
Benevolence.”

Pastors’ Support 

F ety Rive parishes own parsonages and seven pay the pastors’ rent. 
The 52 who provide residénces average $2,358 salary, and the 23 with- 
out parsonage $2,411: If we consider the 52 residences as worth $400 
a year each, the 75 pastors who devote their full time to their parish 
work receive an average salary of $2,652. Eight pastors’ salaries have 
been reduced within the year. All but 18 are paid regularly. Thirty-five 
congregations pay for the pastors’ telephones and office supplies, 14 for 
their telephones only and nine only for their office supplies. Six have 
provided automobiles and ten pay for their upkeep in whole or part. 
Fifty-one congregations made repairs or improvements on their 
property costing a total of $38,529.80, of which spiaaie 51 is counted as 
added valuation. 

Nineteen congregations have work on their for 
a total of $7,782. Five of these sums are over $500, two $1,200 and one 
$1,300. Six budget $2,888 for Sunday school; four $1,496 for week-day 
religious schools and five $685 for daily vacation Bible schools. | 


Church Records 


Five congregations have built-in vaults for the Sicerevadion of 
their church records, nineteen have safes, eighteen rent boxes in safety 
deposit vaults, ten leave them in the pastor’s care, four. in the secre- 
tary’s and one with the archivist. Twenty- “seven make no provision for 
fireproof protection of records. 

Two report the records not in good deder: and thirteen report they 
do not cover the history of the Church. 

Forty-eight congregations use “The Parish Register,” sixteen use 
the Standard Annual Report Blanks and eleven the Standard Blanks 
for Reports of Church Officers.

Thirty-three do definite 
local welfare work, but only two pastors report specific service in penal 
and charitable institutions or courts. 


There are 14,028 families or parts of families reported. 43. 4% of 
the membership is men. Five congregations report more than 50% as 


men, Sixty-two congregations report an average of 14.6 male leaders 
and 16 female. 
Twenty-seven parishes receive Home Mission aid. 


All but twelve congregations report their properties in good con- 
dition. Seven are fair, two poor and three need repairs. - 

All report their buildings insured, only six for less than 50% of 
their value. Thirty-three of them are insured for 75% or more. 

Thirteen congregations have parish houses and- report them suc- 
cessful aids to their work. 


churches issue a weekly paper, using the Bul-. 


letin stock with its printed matter on one side. Eight publish a monthly. 
Thirteen report a total of $790 budgeted for newspaper advertising, one 
$100 and one $200. Twenty have regular correspondents for supplying 
news to the papers. 

In answer to the question whether the work is beconriias more or 
less difficult, thirty say less and twenty-six say more. Of the latter five 


attribute the difficulty to the growth of the congregation, eighteen to the 


times upon which we have fallen, three to heavy indebtedness, three to 
scattering of membership, one to-poor organization and one to personal 
financial worries of the pastor. One, however, sees the “depression” 
as an aid to spiritual work, and one speaks of an improved financial 
situation in the congregation. Fourteen see no change in the difficulty 


or ease of the work. 


These are the facts upon which we may base our opinion of the 


State of the Church as represented in the Synod. They indicate increas- 
_ ing uniformity in worship and spiritual disciplines. They point out great 


and increasing opportunities for evangelization especially in the schools 
of the. Church, at the same time indicating marked blessings of the 


Lord upon past efforts. They indicate a growing desire for order and 


care in administering congregational affairs. They show that as a whole 
the Synod is attentive to its responsibilities in the world-wide program 
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of the Church of Christ. The cuvegtines in those congregations that 
.put local problems before missionary responsibility serve as proving 
the rule. They show that congregations are solictious for their pastors’ 
temporal welfare, and that pastors.are willing to sacrifice for the people 
committed to them. 

The failings these facts indicate are those that have eis been 
found on the human side of the Church on earth: lack of spiritual in- 
sight by both pastors and congregations, failures to grasp opportunities, 
short-sightedness, occasional selfishness, carelessness, and many other 
evidences of sin. Only constant and careful attentiveness to the Word 
of God, and personal communion with Him through the person of the 
Head of the Church will help us overcome these failings and a te the 
State of the Church nearer His perfection. :

Drought Relief 


An ERS, dry summer following an abnormally dry: year, and 
followed by plagues of grasshoppers and hail rendered the parishes of 
two pastors in South Dakota and three in western North Dakota prac- 
tically destitute. In the former state the congregations were hardly able 
to pay half their promised salary and in the latter they were practically 


penniless. Without financial aid from the outside, none of the five could 


have subsisted. A personal investigation by your president revealed 
that a sum of about $5,000 would be needed to give these frontier pas- 
tors normal income. He presented the situation to the executive com- 
mittee, which authorized an appeal to all congregations and pastors. 
Less than half the congregations responded, and the executive commit- 


tee authorized an appeal to the pastors to give a small percentage of 


their salaries to this fund for the relief of their brethren. About $2,000 
has been paid and distributed, and it is possible that a continuance of 
the monthly donations by pastors will bring the fund to $3,000. ‘The 
need was estimated only up to September, 1932, in hope that a better 
season would yield abundant harvests and enable the congregations to 
resume their support. Meantime the need continues and will be more 
and more acute until harvests are marketed, unless more Cerentino 


and pastors take pest in this grace. _

THE ee OF THE SEVEN YEAR PROGRAM 
COMMITTEE 


The Seven Year Program was a program of the Synod. This is 
clearly evident in its resolutions adopted\in convention Thursday, June 


10, 1925, in this very church (p. 61, Minutes 1925). Some of the 


assumptions of these resolutions are striking. One of them is that 
“we are abundantly able to care for the financial needs of this work” 
(the work of this Synod). Another is that God wants us to meet 
certain responsibilities. A third is that we cannot do so unless we are 
filled with His Spirit. 

On these assumptions the Synod pledged itself to united effort i in 
a very definite way. The phrases used are significant. “We pledge 
one another”; “both pastors and lay delegates, solemnly agree to work 
each in his respective field.” | 

The spirit of prayer pervaded the action, It followed the report 
of the Finance Committee, which itself called upon the Synod to pray 
for His heart warming grace both upon us and through‘us. The final 
resolution called for prayer to the great Head of the Church for 


strength to accomplish the program’ s objectives and for —_— 


to make the necessary SREETERON- 
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The Synod in adopting the Program, made no mention of or pro-- 


vision for a committee. It was to be the work of everybody in the 
Synod. The Seven Year Program Committee: was appointed by the 


president to stimulate the members of the Synod and to guide them in 
their co-operative efforts. The committee itself recognized this as its 


function in its first report to the Synod: i. e., “the duty of working 


with the rest of the Synod for the accomplishment of the goal.” 

In making this final report to the Synod, the committee wishes to 
reiterate its consistent position that the program is the Synod’s and that 
the committee has been the Synod’s servant to stimulate and co- 
ordinate its activities in the spirit in which the program was conceived. 

In its first year it divided its work into two parts: (1) Increase of 


membership in the churches, and (2) the increase of benevolences. To

THE REPORT OF THE HOME MISSION BOARD 


The Synod of the Northwest is almost entirely a product Hame 


Mission enterprise. Only 10 of the 90 congregations in the Synod 
in 1931 have not received Home Mission aid. Two of these used 
church extension loans and two others were organized by field mis- 


sionaries supported by the mission boards, leaving only six that have 


never been Home Mission beneficiaries. In this connection it is inter- | 


esting to note that 15 congregations were brought into the Synod by 
the four pioneer pastors, Trabert, Haupt, Gerberding and Frick, all 
of whom were supported in part by the Home Mission Board of the 


General Council. Fifty-one were organized by field missionaries. 


Eighty had aid toward pastors’ salaries, and 53 had church extension 


loans. At the present time there are 27 congregations receiving Home 
Mission aid: 12 from the Board of American Missions, four from 
synodical funds, and 11 from both. There are 32 holding church ex- 


tension loans on their property. 
In addition to these 27 organized mission parishes, the Synodical 
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Board directs the operations of two field missionaries, the Rev. D. H. 
helhart for Minnesota, and the Rev. A. C. Baughman for Wisconsin. 
The total budget approved by the Board of American Missions for 
‘these operations is $22,500.00, a reduction of $4,500.00 from the 1931 


appropriation. The Synodical Board has allowed $6,793.00 for this 


work, and in addition pays the expenses of the field missionaries, mov-_ 


ing expenses of pastors and other incidental expenses. The missions 
report a total of 5,106 confirmed members on March 31, 1932, an in- 


crease of 334 over the number a year previous. In the meantime one 
congregation, Trinity, Williston, N. D., has disbanded and a new con- 


gregation, Wood Lake, Minneapolis, was added to the list by combina- 


‘tion with St. Luke’s, Oxboro, into a parish. It has been transferred | 


to the list of synodical missions along with Phillips, Wis.

This congregation also has suffered through 
the lack of crops, but has carried on in a resolute spirit. Four branch 
Sunday Schools are conducted by the pastor who gives the credit to 
a fine co-operative spirit among his workers. 


Woodale, Minneapolis. The first year of Pastor D. N. Jessen’ s 
ministry has brought forth a large increase in this congregation’s 
strength. Outstanding among the marks of the church’s success is its 
choir which will be heard at this convention. The congregation’s net 
increase through the year is 33%. Progress is being made also in 


raising funds for a builidng. 


Ascension, St. Paul. Pastor W. M. Stulir i in his first year of min- 


- istry has shown marks of success. The congregation has rallied admir- 


ably to his acai and Ascension is again making rapid strides for- 
ward.

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_ work being done by this mission in the face of its tremendous indebted- 
ness. The pastor reports that more than half of the men of the con- — 


gregation have little or no work, many of them being entirely depen- 


dent. Yet in spite of that situation there has been a large payment 


made on the debt, and the income surpasses that of any other mission 
of the Synod. . 


First, West Allis. This congregation has pee ee care the church 


and parsonage outside and in, and has made substantial growth in 


every respect. The congregation is also composed of wage-earners, 


many of whom have been unemployed, and yet the income has fallen 


very little. Due to pressure from a local bank, it was necessary for 
the Board to increase its church extension loan from $1,000 to $2,000 
The congregation, however, profited by a more business-like method 
of raising funds, and its weapon member canvass was the best it ever 
had. 


- Immanuel, Bailey’s Harbor, Wis. A scuttle new church was 
dedicated by this congregation June 21, 1931. The cost was $5,000. 
The statistics show that the congregation has made substantial progress, 


and that the debt is not very great. 


Oxboro-Wood Lake Parish. The Wood Lake cami was 
organized December 27, by Field Missionary D. H. Shelhart. At the 
recommendation of the Synodical Board it resolved to unite with St. 


Luke’s, Oxboro, into a parish under the pastorate of the Rev. J. R. 


Sonnenberg. Field Missionary Shelhart remained in: charge until 


March 31, meanwhile St. Luke’s congregation approved the arrange- 
- ment, and the union took place April 1. The membership of the two 


congregations is Wood Lake 62, and St. Luke’s 120. This arrangement 
relieves the Board of $200 of its former appropriation to St. Luke’s. 
Wood Lake is the first congregation of the Synod to be organized with 


the explicit approval of the inten Home Missions Council 


for Minnesota. 


St. John’s, Phillips. The Rev. Geo. B. McCreary spent his first year 
as a pastor in this congregation. It has shown a remarkable growth not 
only in membership, but in spirit, ‘in spite of the financial difficulties in 
Phillips. The congregation showed a willing spirit in reducing the aid 
applied for by ene bas ‘has been tracisterred to the list of Synodical 
Missions.

Field Missionary Baughman spent the last part of 1931 at work in 
_'the Capitol Drive-Sherman Boulevard section of Milwaukee. He de- 
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veloped a substantial Sunday School, but. the response to church ser- 


vices did not seem to the committee to warrant his further time there. 


The Sunday School has been turned over to Resurrection Church as_ 
a branch and since the beginning of 1932, the field missionary has been 


developing work in the section south of Jackson Park. A congrega- 
tion has been organized and a call is being considered. The committee 
is now making an investigation of a field west of Milwaukee for the 
field missionary’s new place of labor. 3 

Antigo, Wis. During the summer of -1931 a plea came from 
Antigo, Wis., for assistance in the organization of a church. Investiga- 


| tions were made by the superintendent and Field Missionary Baugh- 


man, assisted by six other pastors, made a partial canvass of the city 
in the fall. Services were held every Sunday evening in the assembly 
room of a local bank by Pastor C. A. Kipps of Marshfield. The 
response was so earnest that when the people decided to organize with 
a view to calling one of the seminary graduates, the move was en- 


couraged by the superintendent. The organization has been effected — 


and a call has been issued to Candidate Lyle C. Burns of the graduat- 
ing class of Northwestern Seminary. 

Opportunities. The present situation in the woeld and in the 
church offers unusual opportunities for Home Mission work. People 
are turning to Christianity as not before in this present generation. 
Our church with its evangelical message appeals to those who have 


been alienated from other churches by a legalistic spirit. On the other 


hand there are men of high quality available for the ministry in ample 
numbers. There are several communities on the territory of our Synod 
of which we have definite data enough to warrant our undertaking work 
if we can support the men to do it. The one need is more funds. The 
men from our seminary are willing to serve for no more than the abso- 
lute necessities of life. Some of them have postponed their marriages 
in order to serve at small cost to the church and are accepting calls at 
$50.00 a month. Can we fail to put them and: their talents to use? 


Inter-Synodical Relationships. The vexing problem concerning the 
work of another Synod in Winnipeg has been partially solved by action 
of the Board of American Missions as recorded in president’s report. 


Fine Co-operation. This report will not be complete without a 


word of deep appreciation of the consecration and whole-hearted co- 
operation of the missionaries and the great sacrifices they are making 


to advance the work of the church. The progress that the Synod has 


made is continuing largely through their efforts. May the spirit that 
actuated the founders continue until the large place that the Lord has 
given to this Synod be fully occupied in His name.

_ THE REPORT OF THE HISTORIAN 
; The year 1931 was a memorable year in the history of Synod. 


Those who were privileged to be present at the fortieth anniversary 
in St. Paul, Minnesota, will never forget that deeply inmipressive moment 


when Synod was permitted to hear, for the last time, the voice of our 
beloved pioneer missionary in English Lutheranism, Dr. George Henry 
Trabert. Feeble in body, his voice was remarkably clear as he poured 
forth his soul in gratitude to the great Shepherd and Bishop of Souls, 
for the remarkable growth of our anioone from that feeble beginning of 


forty years ago. 


We felt, as we knelt by his a: at the altar, onal it would be our 
last communion together. The call to REST came on Wednesday, 
September the 16th, at the advanced age of 87 years and 11 months; 
and the beautiful services for this battle scarred veteran of the cross, 
were held on Saturday, September the 19th, 1931. So passed our first 
English Lutheran missionary to the Northwest after a service on the 


field of some thirty-two years. These years of service were broken by 


a five-year pastorate in Pennsylvania, at Warren and Wilkes-Barre 
from 1892 to 1897. After his retirement in 1920 from the active work, 
having completed his fifty years in the ministry, he spent two years with 
his son, Ernest, in California, supplying vacant pulpits. In 1922 he 
returned to Minneapolis, to live with his daughter Ruth, Mrs. Roland 
A. Smith, until 1926 when he and Mother Trabert took up their abode 
in the Luther Hospice conducted by that noble Inner Mission worker, 
Pastor F. A. Schaffnit, where the doctor continued to labor until 
invited by Dr. Raker to take up the work of ministering to the old 
people in the Good Shepherd Home at Allentown, Pa., where he served 


so happily from 1927 to 1929, when, weakened by a serious attack of 
the flu, he and Mother Trabert returned to their daughter in Minne- 
apolis, where, shortly after, the dear and faithful life companion entered 


into rest, January 15th, 1930.

Your Executive Committee has held four meetings during the year, 
including the meeting held at this convention, We beg to report the fol- 
lowing action: 


1. Inasmuch as some of our western eongttesiiiia have found 
themselves unable to pay their pastors’ salaries, due to crop failure, 
your committee issued an appeal to the congregations of Synod for aid 
and likewise asked pastors to contribute a small percentage of their 
salaries to relieve this distress. | | 


2. In the matter of devising a system of keeping a teckel of at- 
tendance at the sessions of the Synod so as to dispense with the calling 


of the roll (Minutes 1931, p. 65), we beg to report that the plan that 
has been observed for the keeping of the roll at this convention has 
been tried as an experiment and that such improvements and adapta- 
tions as seem advisable will ve recommended to the Synod at the 1933 


convention. 


3. Two years ago this committee was instructed to prepare a sum- — 
mary of practices, etc. (Minutes 1930, p. 59), for the use of pastors and 
church councilmen. This is a matter requiring painstaking attention. 


A sub-committee has made an exhaustive study of the minutes of the 
Synod from its beginning but has not fully completed the codification 
of the standing rules. It is preparing with great care a manual that is 
intended to cover the activities of the Synod and of congregations as 
completely as possible. The work is so near to completion that it has 
seemed inadvisable to print the constitution separately but at the pres- 
ent stage of the work advance copies of the new constitution could be 
printed separately now if the Synod so desires.

(2) The printed copy is made to enable the members of the Synod 
quickly to ascertain what the Synod did. It need not therefore be in 
all respects a verbatim copy of the protocol but should set forth the 
matter with sufficient accuracy: to present a spies seteed correct ac- 
count of the proceedings. 


(3) The of in the minutes, should have 
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authority to correct obvious errors in spelling, punctuation and even in 
construction, except where such corrections would render the meaning 
doubtful or would appear to be in the nature of an interpretation of the 
text and the committee need not note discrepancies due to such cor- 
rection. 


(4) The committee see not note obvious typographical errors or 


errors in spelling, etc., except where such errors would render the 


meaning doubtful or uncertain. 


(6) The committee reports that it has adopted a per diem allow- 
ance for the delegates to the convention of the U. L. C. A: at Phila- 
delphia of $4.00 from the time required for the respective delegates’

Your committee hereby submits its report on behalf of the three 
conferences of Synod. 

Wisconsin Conference does much of its work through the Inner 
Mission Society of Milwaukee. Ten of our churches contributed 
$2,983.00 besides furnishing large amounts of food, clothing and other 


forms of relief. This does not take into account the service rendered 


by the great institutions on this territory. ) 

Western Conference has faced a heavy burden. Repeated crop 
failures have made a bad situation acute in several localities. We who 
live in cities among friends and good neighbors cannot easily appreciate 
the lot of those who suffer in loneliness. Beside material help they 


need spiritual aid. This is the time.for the Church if ever there was 


one. They deserve our gifts and our prayers. Only God is wise 
enough to know how to evaluate such work. 

Central Conference functions through the Lutheran Welfare So- 
ciety, whose influence extends to many cities and towns of Minnesota. 
Thirty-one of our churches contributed $2,991.00, besides co-operating 
in a well organized effort of securing and distributing tons of food, 
clothing and other necessities. Congregational committees were formed 


into a class and were given weekly lectures on how to do their work. 


The results have been so gratifying that we commend the idea wherever 


a competent lecturer can be secured for such a class. yk —_ expendi- 


tures exceeded $95,000.00.

‘THE REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON PARISH AND 
‘SCHOOLS 


An increasing interest in parish schools has delighted your com- 
mittee. Sunday School institutes and conventions have brought to our 
workers a great realization of the importance of Christian education in 
the life of the child. 

The peculiar conditions of the times have compelled mies cities ‘of 
our territory to cease all playground work in the summer months of 
1932, or at least, to limit this very extensively. This action lays a 
responsibility upon the Church which we must neither shirk nor evade. 
This year should find daily Bible schools conducted by all of our city 
churches. Length of sessions, too, should be extended to include more 
hours of the day and take in more weeks of the summer. Pastors 


should co-operate that the best courses may be offered and by the most 


efficient teachers. 
Statistics of a few years hence will show ‘en crime among ju- 


veniles was greatest in the summer vacation months. In fact, more 


crimes were committed by the youth during the three months vacation 


period than during the remaining nine months of the year. Cities, 


therefore, were led to sponsor playground programs so that the time 
of our youth might be taken up in innocent pursuits and their activities 
directed into proper channels. If our cities must now through lack 
of funds abandon this work, our churches must increase their effort 
along the line of daily vacation Bible schools and through wide an- 
nouncement aim to reach the children from Godless homes. Summer 
schools must be opened where they are not now conducted that the 
great truths of God’s Word may be made known to the children of 
_ streets. In this way, too, the influence of the Church will reach 
out. If we fail in this we believe we neglect an ee Phase of 
namely, child-evangelism. |

The 25th anniversary convention of the Sunday School Associa- 


tion of the Wisconsin Conference was held at Waterloo, Wisconsin, on 


August 28-29. The convention theme was: The Mind of Christ. 
Excellent papers were presented to a well-attended convention. 


Central Conference Association 


Central Conference revived its Sunday School Association during 
the year just past and two splendid gatherings were held. The first 
meeting was a colloquium at Salem Church, Minneapolis, in April. 


The interest shown was most encouraging. At this session a com- 


mittee was appointed to plana fall convention and authorized to submit 
a constitution. , In September representatives gathered from all the 
schools of the conference at the Richfield Church. A constitution was 
adopted, a splendid program rendered and plans laid for greater work 
by the schools. A direct outgrowth of this convention was a teachers’ 
training school conducted by the schools of Minneapolis. Weekly ses- 
sions were held for ten weeks at which the average attendance was 175. 

In the city of St. Paul an Inter-Synodical Teachers Institute was 
conducted over a period of fifteen weeks. Congregations of the Amer- 


ican Lutheran Church, Augustana Synod, Norwegian Lutheran Church 


and Northwest Synod participated. Attendance averaged 176 for the 
term of instruction. The Institute will continue to function this year. 


During this year a course will be added for, Inner Mission workers.

| George Henry Trabert, son of Christoph Andreas and Fredericka 
Trabert, was born October 16, 1843, in Leacock Township, Lancaster 
County, Pa. His ancestry was somewhat distinguished as he was a 
grand-nephew of Christian Ernest Genzler, superintendent of Ortheim 
and cousin of Prof. Genzler, court chaplain of Coburg, who officiated 
at the marriage of the Duke and Duchess of Kent, parents of Queen 
Victoria of England. 


There are no available records of his boyhood nor of his prepara- 
tory education. He entered college at Gettysburg, Pa., in 1863 and was 
graduated from this institution in 1867. | . 


In the fall of the same year he enrolled as a student in the Phila- 
delphia Lutheran Theological Seminary, where he graduated in 1870. 


His ordination by the Ministerium of Pennsylvania followed the 
completion of his seminary course. He was called to become the. pastor 
of the Lutheran Church at Ephrata, Pa., which congregation he served 
until 1873. A pastorate at Elizabethtown at Mt. Joy, Pa., followed until 
1877, when he accepted the call from Salem Church, Lebanon, Pa. 


_. While pastor of Salem congregation, the General Courcil- Home’ 
Missions Board called Rev. Trabert to the Northwest. This call was 
accepted and the first English Lutheran missionary in the Northwest 
began his history-making labors in January, 1883. 


Missionary Trabert located in the Twin Cities in Stiucebanel ia

_ Synod of the Northwest from 1901 to 1904. He served as president of 
the Inner Mission Society of Minneapolis from 1904 to 1914. He was 
the author of a number of books, these being produced at intervals 

| during his unusually busy pastorates. Some. of his works were: Out- 
s lines of Church History, 1880; Luther in Picture and Verse, 1881; 

Among the Telugus, 1893; Church History for the People, 1897; Luth- 

ers Small Catechism, 1899; and Lutheranism in the Northwest, in 1914. 


Dr. Trabert was also a frequent contributor to the Lutheran

of the Women’s Missionary Society of the 


Lutheran Synod of the Northwest met in a service of Holy Communion 
at 9:00 A. M. on Wednesday, September 16th, at Lake Park Lutheran 
Church, Milwaukee, Wis., Dr. John F, Fedders, pastor. The pastor of 
the church conducted the service and the subject of his meditation was, 
“Where We Build,” based on Eph. 2:19-22.. The convention was for- 
mally opened by Dr. Fedders at 10:30 A. M., and Mrs. A. M. Malm- 
berg, president of the Synodical Society, called the convention to order 
for the business session. Roll call revealed the fact that all officers, 


department secretaries, conference presidents, and delegates were pres- — 


ent with the exception of the following, for whom excuses were re- 
ceived: Mrs. J. Lemstrom, Mrs. F. C. Hemsing, Mrs. W. F. Bacher, 
Mrs. T. A. Regedal, and Mrs. T. M. Drought. The President’s Report 


was especially encouraging in advances made during the biennium, par- — 


ticularly in the matter of co-operation of department secretaries and 
conference societies, showing that the synodical field is ripe unto har- 
vest in regard to work locally. She stated that there are approximately 
8,500 women in our churches who are not members of a missionary or- 
ganization. High lights of inspiration were noted in having had the 
national convention of October 2-7, 1930, held on synodical territory 
at Racine, Wis., and also in personal contacts made with our synodical 
special girls, Faith Lippard and Florence Buckner. The President’s 
Report was accepted and referred to the Recommendations Committee. 


Dr. R. H. Gerberding, President of the Synod of the Northwest, 
brought greetings from this great body of which we are a part. His 
message stressed the evidence of the growing “togetherness” in spirit, 
in the work of our society and the work of the church at large. A let- 
ter of greeting from the General President, Miss Flora Prince, was 
read.
